for  the  election  or  appointment  of  the  members  of  the 
commission  and  the  duties  and  tenure  of  office  of  its 
members.

WILLIAM    P.   PRESCOTT 

In  the  death  of  William  P.  Prescott,  veteran  town 
official,  during  the  year  just  ended,  the  town  of 
Claremont  and  its  citizens  suffered  the  loss  of  a 
valued  friend  and  servant  known  to  all  for  his  fair- 
ness, his  kindliness,  and  his  efficiency  in  all  the 
duties  he  was  called  upon  to  perform.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES 
TOWN  TRUST  FUNDS 


To   the  inhabitants   of  the   Town   of   Claremont,   qualified   to   vote 
in  Town  Meeting: 

You  will  notice  that  in  this  year's  report  of  the  Trustees  that 
the  stocks  and  bonds  held  as  investments  have  been  disposed  of 
and  the  money  deposited  in  the  Claremont  Savings  Bank,  the 
Savings  Departments  of  the  Peoples  National  Bank  and  the 
Claremont  National  Bank. 

Section  22,  Chapter  42  of  the  Public  Laws  as  amended  by 
Chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1929  and  Chapter  46  of  the  Laws 
of  1933  and  Chapter  72  of  the  Laws  of  1939  reads  as  follows: 

"22.  Custody;  Investments.  The  Trustees  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  trust  funds  held  by  their  town.  The  funds  shall 
be  invested  only  by  deposit  in  some  savings  bank  or  in  the  savings 
department  of  a  national  bank  or  trust  company  in  the  state,  or 
in  shares  of  any  building  and  loan  association  or  co-operative 
bank,  incorporated  and  doing  business  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  or  in  the  shares  of  any  federal  savings  and  loan  association, 
located  or  doing  business  in  this  state,  or  in  bonds,  notes  or  other 
obligations  of  the  United  States  government,  or  in  state,  county, 
town,  city,  school  district,  water  and  sewer  district  bonds  and 
the  notes  of  towns  or  cities  in  this  state;  and  when  so  invested 
the  trustees  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  loss  thereof.  THE  TRUS- 
TEES MAY  RETAIN  INVESTMENTS  AS  RECEIVED  FROM 
DONORS,  UNTIL  THE  MATURITY  THEREOF." 

The  trustees  were  very  much  disturbed  when  this  amendment 
of  1939  was  brought  to  their  attention  and  at  once  contacted 
Thomas  P.  Cheney,  Attorney  General  and  also  Benjamin  J.  Couch, 
Trust  Officer  of  the  Mechanics  National  Bank  of  Concord,  N.  H., 
for  their  interpretation  of  the  same. 

The  Attorney  General  published  and  also  sent  the  Trustees 
a  copy  of  his  opinion  which  was  as  follows: 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  the  word  'Inveptments'  as  used 
in  Public  Laws  is  limited  to  those  securities  which  by  their  own 
terms  provide  for  maturity  and  that  securities  such  as  stock  for 
example  are  not  included  in  the  word  "investments",  as  above 
used.  In  other  words,  trustees  may  hold  bonds  and  time  notes 
until  they  mature,  and  demand  notes  until  such  time  as  a  demand 
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may  legally  be  assumed,  when  they  have  received  the  same  from 
donors  even  though  they  could  not  pui"chase  the  same;  but  trustees 
IN  ORDER  TO  AVOID  POSSIBLE  PERSONAL  LIABILITY 
should  dispose  of  stocks,  and  any  other  securities  from  which  the 
maturity  dates  cannot  be  determined,  within  a  REASONABLE 
TIME  after  the  receipt  from  donors." 

The  trustees  were  also  advised  by  Benjamin  J.  Couch  as 
follows:  "Under  the  law  the  trustees  cannot  hold  any  stocks 
without  running  the  risk  of  personal  liability.  You  will  have  to 
dispose  of  the  stocks,  but  you  have  a  reasonable  time  (whatever 
that  might  be  decided  to  be)  in  which  to  pick  the  proper  time  and 
opportunity  to  make  the  sales." 

Accordingly,  acting  on  these  two  outstanding  opinions,  and 
their  interpretation  of  the  state  law,  the  trustees  sold  the  listed 
stocks  and  bonds  at  market  and,  to  protect  themselves  and  the 
town,  the  unlisted  stocks  were  sold  at  auction  to  the  highest 
bidder.     We  trust  that  the  voters  will  justify  our  action. 

While  we  may  have  sacrificed  some  income  by  the  action  we 
have  taken,  we  feel  that  our  investments  now  are  legal  and  will 
not  be  subject  to  criticism  or  be  contrary  to  the  State  laws. 

This  year  the  name  of  Henry  C.  Hawkins,  Jr.  is  proposed 
as  the  third  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  will  complete 
the  plan  that  was  set  up  two  years  ago  when  the  treasurer 
proposed  that  the  board  consist  of  representatives  from  the  three 
banks  and  that  the  funds  be  equally  distributed  between  the  three 
banks. 

I  personally  feel  that  in  this  manner  the  funds  will  receive 
the  best  possible  attention  and  will  be  kept  in  splendid  shape. 

■The  treasurer  will  be  very  glad  to  give  any  information 
regarding  the  condition  of  each  fund  to  interested  persons  and 
will  welcome  new  funds  from  those  who  desire  to  provide  for 
the  care  of  the  lot  of  loved  ones  who  have  passed  on.  You  can 
set  up  no  more  worthy  memorial  to  your  loved  ones  than  a 
perpetual  care  fund  for  his  or  her  lot,

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  FISKE  FREE  LIET.ARY 

The  library  circulated  82,283  books  and  magazines  during  1939. 
This  is  a  slight  decrease  over  last  year  due  for  the  most  part  to  the 
fact  that  our  supply  of  new  books  is  still  far  below  what  it  should 
be.  Our  book  fund  was  lessened  this  year  by  extra  repairs  to  the 
building  and  furnace. 

The  purchase  of  the  Encyclopedia  Bmtannica,  other  reference 
wise  have  been  spent  for  popular  fiction  and  non-fiction, 
books  and  replacements  has  also  taken  money  that  would  other- 

Our  book  stock  is  in  better  condition  due  to  more  replacements 
and  rebinding  but  there  are  still  to  many  shabby  books  on  the 
shelves. 

We  have  added  1,203  books  of  which  173  were  gifts.  Registra- 
tions total  640. 

We  have  as  usual  availed  ourselves  of  the  privilege  of  borrow- 
ing books  from  the  State  Library,  Without  this  service  we  would 
be  unable  to  meet  many  requests.  Manchester,  the  Dartmouth 
College  Library  and  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  have  also 
loaned  us  books.  Popular  fiction  has  been  borrowed  from  the 
Bookmobile  which  is  of  great  service  to  this  community.  Books  are 
left  at  Claremont  Junction,  Green  Mountain  School,  and  West 
Claremont  School. 

The  usual  activities  have  gone  on  and  we  have  tried  to  meet 
all  special  requests.  Books  have  been  sent  to  the  Public  Schools, 
Parochial  School,  Rural  Womens  Reading  Club,  the  Frances  J. 
Tolles  Home,  The  Newbury  Library,  and  the  Bookmobile. 

Worthwhile  books  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
public  through  the  medium,  of  table  exhibits.  At  various  times  we 
have  had  special  tables  for  Garden  Books,  Boy  Scout  books,  books 
for  Lenten  reading,  books  on  the  war,  and  travel  books.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  ,Selectmen: 

In  this  the  annual  report  for  the  board  of  health  for  the  fiscal 
year  1939,  we  are  indebted  to  the  late  Mr.  William  P.  Prescott, 
health  officer  for  the  careful  keeping  of  records  for  this  report  for 
the  first  eleven  months  of  this  fiscal  year. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the 
number  of  reported  communicable  diseases  in  Claremont  this  year, 
making  four  successive  years  that  a  reduction  has  taken  place  and 
there  has  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  any  one  disease  this  year. 

A  total  of  ninety-five  cases  have  been  reported  under  the 
following  classification,  6  Scarlet  fever;  22  Chicken  pox;  63 
Measles;  22  Tuberculosis;  2  Whooping  cough;  12  Venereal  diseases. 

Diptheria  immunization  for  the  prevention  of  this  disease  has 
been  continued  as  in  former  years  by  the  health  department  with 
free  toxoid  innoculation  given  to  114  school  children. 

Vaccination — 

Acting  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Chapter  123, 
Public  laws  of  New  Hampshire,  174  school  children  were  vaccinated 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  under  the  direction  of  the 
board  of  health. 

Sanitation— 

The  duties  of  the  health  officer  pertaining  to  the  field  of 
sanitation  covers  a  varied  amount  of  activities,  one  of  the  most 
important  covered  is  the  control  and  suppression  of  nuisances;  the 
term  "nuisance"  is  susceptable  to  broad  interpretation,  being  appli- 
cable to  anything,  condition,  or  practice,  which  can  be  deemed 
inimicable  to  the  public  health  or  generally  offensive  to  the  sense 
of  sight  or  smell.  Whether  or  not  a  thing  is  a  nuisance  is  for  the 
health  officer  to  determine,  and  in  the  law  gives  him  a  wide 
latitude,  with  the  exercise  of  due  reasonableness  and  discretion 
on  his  part. 

Fifty-two  nuisance  complaints  were  registered  by  the  health 
department  during  the  year,  each  complaint  has  been  investigated 
and  wherever  conditions  were  found  to  support  the  complaint, 
action  was  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

Routine    inspections    have    been    made    of    the    food    handling 
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stores,  restaurants,  ice  cream  parlors,  barber  shops,  fruit  stores, 
and  drink  dispensing  establishments. 

The  proprietors  of  these  establishments,  as  a  whole,  are  giving 
active  cooperation  in  carrying  out  tho  requirements  of  state  and 
federal  laws  pertaining  to  the  sale  and  display  of  foodstuffs  and 
beverages. 

Water  and  Milk  analysis — 

The  public  supplies  of  water  for  Claremont  have  been  given 
periodic  inspection  and  analysis,  the  results  showing  the  water  of 
excellent  quality. 

Samples  of  water  from  a  large  number  of  private  springs  and 
wells  have  been  submitted  to  the  state  laboratory,  the  majority 
of  these  involving  a  complete  sanitary  analysis. 

There  has  been  routine  inspections  made  of  dairy  barns  and 
milk  establishments  in  Claremont  by  the  milk  inspector  and  milk 
samples  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  physicians  of  Claremont,  the  nurses  con- 
nected with  public  health  work  here  and  the  Claremont  General 
Hospital  and  staff  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  in  carrying 
on  the  work  of  the  health  department  for  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  MILK  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

About  300  visits  have  been  made  in  connection  with  Milk  In- 
spection. A  trip  around  to  all  producers  has  been  made  with 
the  State  Milk  Inspector.  Some  milk  samples  have  been  sent  to 
Concord,  and  some  have  been  tested  here,  cows  giving  infected 
milk  have  been  removed  or  cured. 

One  cow  was  found  to  have  tuberculosis  and  she  was 
slaughtered.  A  large  number  of  producers  have  tested  their 
herds  for  Bangs.  Two  cases  of  undulent  fever  have  been  report- 
ed, one  producer  is  having  his  supply  pasteurized,  and  the  other 
has  tested  his  herd  for  Bangs. 

There  are  31  stores  selling  milk,  71  producers  delivering  from 
house-to-house,  and  four  producers  selling  to  other  milk  men,  or 
a  total  of  106  selling  milk. 

There  are  three  pasteurization  plants  selling  approximately 
1500  quarts  of  milk  per  day  or  about  one-half  of  the  total  supply 
for  the  entire  tovim. 

There  is  a   Grade  A  plant  delivering  Grade  A   Raw. 

Claremont  has  been  very  lucky  not  to  have  had  any  serious 
outbreak  of  septic  sore  throats  or  more  undulent  fever  with  so 
large  a  proportion  of  their  supply  raw,  and  we  are  also  fortunate 
to  have  three  pasteurization  plants  which  could  in  an  emergency 
take  care  of  our  whole  supply  temporarily.  Another  year  has 
passed  and  again  I  wish  to  thank  the  producers  for  their  coop- 
ereation,  and  the  public  for  notifying  me  when  they  have  com- 
plaints.

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CHIEF  ENGINEER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereiby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1940,  There  were  13  bell  alarms,  393  still  alarms,  making  a  total 
of  406  alarms;  an  all  high  record  for  the  Department.  The 
previous  high  record  was  351  alarms. 

Many  of  the  still  calls  represented  fires  which  but  for  prompt 
notification  of  the  Department  and  equally  prompt  response, 
would  have  developed  into  disastrous  conflagrations,  requiring  a 
general  alarm.

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HYDRANTS 

One  new  hydrant  has  been  added  during  the  last  twelve 
months  to  the  Town  system.  This  hydrant  is  located  on  Winter 
Street  near  Ernest  White's   house. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

Two  new  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  have  been  installed  during  the 
past  year.  Box  113  near  Rand's  News  Store.  The  old  box  on 
Summer  street  near  the  High  School,  has  been  replaced  with  a 
new  and  up  to  date  box. 

There  is  need  of  some  repairs  on  the  Fire  Alarm  System, 
due  to  the  hurricane,  and  the  Power  Co.  and  Telephone  Co. 
changing  their  poles. 

900  feet  of  2^/^  inch  hose,  and  650  feet  of  1%  inch  hose  was 
purchased  during  the  past  year,  making  a  total  of  6,700  feet  of 
2%  inch  hose,  and  1,500  feet  of  1%  inch  hose,  the  Department 
has  on  hand. 

APPARATUS 

The  motor  Fire  Apparatus  is  in  very  good  condition,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Ladder  Truck,  which  will  need  four  new  tires 
this  year. 

During  the  past  year  the  motor  on  -Pumper  No.  2  has  been 
overhauled,  with  new  rings,  spark  plugs,  valves  ground,  and  new 
wiring. 

The  old  Brockway  Chemical  has  been  remodeled,  and  made 
into  a  Forest  Fire  and  Farm  Fire  Truck.  It  is  equipped  with 
900  feet  of  l^/^  inch  hose,  2'00  feet  of  2J/^  inch  hose,  shovels,  steel 
brooms,  axes,  rakes,  saws,  Indian  back  pack  pumps,  and  a  portable 
pump,  which  will  pump  200  gallons  per  minute.  A  trailer  to 
transport  the  portable  pump  through  the  woods  and  fields.  The 
work  remodeling  this  truck  was  all  done  by  the  permanent  men 
at  the  Station.

I  am  very  grateful  for  this  cooperation,  and  for  the  fine  work, 
and  spirit  of  loyalty  which  has  at  all  times  marked  the  conduct 
of  Department  members.

For  Year  Ending  December  31,  1939 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Claremont: 

I  would  submit  the  following  report: 

There  were  23  brush  and  grass  fires  in  the  Town  of  Claremont 
the  past  year. 

The  total  cost  to  the  Department  was  $27.80,  as  all  of  these 
fires  were  taken  care  of  by  the  permanent  men  at  the  Station, 
the  cost  was  kept  down  to  this  low  figure. 

There  are  five  Deputy  Wardens,  H.  R.  Fraser,  W.  M.  BuiT, 
Fire  Station;  Alfred  Pierce,  Dean  Hill;  Vasil  Sadowsky,  West 
Claremont;  and  A.  H.  Freeman,  Red  Water  Brook. 

The  matter  of  permits,  is  lived  up  to  very  good,  there  were 
over  500  permits  granted  in  1939. 

As  the  conditions  of  the  Forests  are  more  hazardous,  than 
last  year  I  would  like  to  ask  the  public  to  use  every  precaution 
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in  preventing  Forest  fires  this  year. 

I  would  like  to  call  to  parents  attention  to  instruct  children  to 
be  careful  in  the  use  of  matches,  in  or  near  woodlands,  also  to 
ask  the  smoker  to  use  every  precaution,  when  in  the  woodlands. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  public  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance 
the  past  year. 

I  ask  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  people  in  Town,  so 
that  the  cost  to  them,  as  taxpayers,  may  be  kept  to  a  minimum.
